Beginning at the northwest corner of Lot 65, Hamilton's 
Second Addition to the City of Fort Wayne; thence westerly 12 
feet more or less to the northeast corner of Lot 68, Hamilton's 
Second Addition; thence southerly and along the east line of 

Lots 68, 67, and 66, a distance of 150 feet, more or less, to 

the southeast corner of said Lot 66; thence easterly 12 feet, 
more or less, to the southwest corner of lot 65, Hamilton's

There are three property owners abutting the alley; 


DAHM REALTY CO., INC. is the owner of Lot 65, lying 
easterly of the alley; in the event of vacation, the easterly 
six foot of the alley would revert to them, for its entire 150 
foot length. 

BEE ENTERPRISES, INC. the owner of the east 51.5 feet of 
Lot 68 and the north 40 feet of Lot 67, operates Indiana Stamp 
and Seal, a business which requires parking for customers and 
employees; and which requires loading. It has been necessary to 
park in the alley to provide a loading area. This has not 
inconvenienced other owners, but it is deemed advisable that if 
Indiana Stamp & Seal is going to continue to use this area, it 
should own and maintain it. It is anticipated that the easterly 
6 feet of the alley (herein reverting to Dahm Realty) will be 
sold to Bee Enterprises, so that the entire 12 foot width of the 
alley, for its northerly 90 feet, will become owned by Bee 
Enterprises, helping to solve its parking and truck loading 
problem. 


LINCOLN NATIONAL LIFE INSURANCE CO. owns the land lying 
west of the south 60 feet of the alley: their parcel is grassed 
and unused. The west 6 feet of the south 60 feet of the alley 
would revert to LINCOLN LIFE. Although not a Petitioner, LINCOLN 
LIFE has executed a consent. 


There are no other persons interested in this Petition. 


The alley is currently paved. If vacated, any utility 
easements would be continued. There are no buildings in the 
alley. It is not anticipated that building will occur in the 
alley.

The alley only provides ingress and egress to the 
property owned by BEE ENTERPRISES. It is not necessary as 
ingress or egress to any other parcel.
